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INTRODUCTION 


Since 1962 all patients diagnosed as suffering from cancer and seen at a hospital in England and 
Wales have been, or should have been, registered with a Cancer Registry. The information processed for 
each patient includes sex, age, area of residence, occupation (from 1966 only), diagnosis, stage of disease 
at presentation, method of initial treatment, and survival from treatment or, in untreated cases, diagnosis. 
The definitions used in the registration scheme are given in Explanatory Note I. 


This volume describes registrations in 1966 and 1967; the tabulations follow those of earlier years’, 
except that those relating to stage of growth of newly-diagnosed cases have been extended, and those 
relating to treatment have been discontinued. These registrations are compared with those of 1962 to 
1965, and the occupations registered with cancer mortality by occupation from 1959 to 1963°. The 
summary indices used in these comparisons are defined in Explanatory Note II. 


Also included is a table showing the survival, five years after treatment, of patients registered in 
1961. In that year only the Manchester region did not participate in the National Cancer Registration 
Scheme. The measures of survival used are defined in Explanatory Note II. 


CANCER REGISTRATION IN 
ENGLAND AND WALES, 1962-67 


Serial Tables 


Tables 1 to 8 and 12 to 19 show, for 1966 and 1967 respectively, registrations and registration rates 
by site, sex and age for England and Wales and for urban/rural aggregates, and by site and sex for 
hospital region of residence. These tables follow in series with those previously published for 1962—64' 
and 19657. 


Tables 10 and 21 give, for 1966 and 1967, the registrations by age and stage of cancer of the 
female breast which were registered on the special Breast Enquiry Abstract Card — a similar table for 
1965 registrations (including males) was published earlier’. 


In Tables 9 and 20 the registrations for 1966 and 1967 are broken down by site using a detailed 
site code. A similar analysis for 1965 registrations has been published?. 


Registration rates by sex and age 


Table A gives registration rates by site, sex and age for the six years 1962 to 1967 in England and 
Wales. At most sites common to both sexes the incidence of cancer in males is higher than that in 
females at all ages. Exceptions are salivary gland, large intestine (below age 65), peritoneum, breast, 
melanoma of skin, thyroid gland and ‘other and unspecified sites’ which includes some secondary tumours 
with unknown primary and generalised carcinomatosis. 


For most sites the incidence of cancer increases steadily with age. In many cases it is found 
empirically that the logarithm of the registration rate is linearly related to the logarithm of the age, 
i.e. age at registration follows a Weibull distribution*. Table A shows also the regression coefficients of 
log (registration rates) on log (age) together with the percentage of variation explained by the linear 
regression. 


The overall pattern emerging is that for sites at which the tumours arise in epithelial tissue, chiefly 
squamous carcinomata and adenocarcinomata of epithelial glands, the linear correlation is high with 
regression coefficients in the range 4 to 6 in males and 3 to 5 in females, the slope in males being 
greater than that in females. For tumours of the genital tract, endocrine glands, brain, peritoneum and 
reticuloendothelial system the linear correlation is poor and the slope shallower. 


Cancer as a health problem 


Although registration rates are of most value from an epidemiological point of view, it is interesting 
to look at the actual numbers involved and to relate them to other sources of data on cancer. Table B 
shows the average numbers of cancer registrations, hospital discharges with a principal diagnosis of 
cancer, and deaths assigned to cancer in the years 1962—67. 


About 145,000 new cases of cancer are registered each year, 2.9 per thousand population. Cancer 
patients account for about 2 per cent of general practitioner consultations; 7 per cent of non-psychiatric 
hospital admissions; 9 per cent of bed usage; 20 per cent of deaths and 30 per cent of the working years 
lost by premature death. 


The ratios of the columns in Table B are also informative. The ratio of registrations to deaths is an 
index of the curability of the disease similar to, but less precise than, the survival rate. The excess of — 
deaths over registrations for cancer of the stomach and lung indicates under-registration of the tumours. 
This is chiefly seen at older ages and some of the deficiency is due to elderly patients being treated 
entirely at home, since the registration scheme counts only patients treated in hospital. 


The ratio of hospital discharges to registrations is, on average, 1:7. The ratio is lowest for skin 
cancer since many such cases can be treated as out-patients; it is highest for cancer of the bladder in 
males, a condition which requires recurrent surgical treatment, and for cancer of the uterus in females. 
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Urban/rural differences 


Table C gives the average 1962—67 registration rates in the urban and rural areas of England and 
Wales. Age-specific rates are shown for all cancer and crude rates at all ages for individual sites. Although 
the population structure of the rural areas differs a little from that of the urban areas, standardisation 
makes little difference to the urban/rural ratio and it is sufficient to look at the ratio of the crude rates. 


The urban/rural ratio for all cancer is slightly less than unity at ages O—4 in both sexes. In males 
the ratio rises sharply in childhood and is greatest at ages 45—S54, later declining a little. In females 
there is a steady and more gradual increase throughout life. This difference is due to the predominance 
of lung cancer in middle-aged men, the urban/rural ratio being highest for cancer of the respiratory tract. 


The only clear exception to the rule that cancer incidence is higher in urban than rural areas is 
cancer of the lip which is more common in agricultural workers. 


Trends in cancer registration 


Table D shows the age-standardised registration ratios (1962 = 100) for each site over the period 
1962—1967. 


The trends suggested by these data are:—

All the “‘probable” trends and some of the “possible” are to be found in mortality data also. 
Mortality from carcinoma of the stomach has been falling for over thirty years but the trend is too 
gradual to show significantly in a short series. Many of the trends in cancer mortality are complex and 
involve cohort risks which may not show clearly in standardised ratios, e.g. mouth® and lung’. 


Cancer registration by hospital region 


Table E gives standardised registration ratios by site, sex and hospital region of residence for 1962 
to 1967. In comparing regions it is important to bear in mind that the completeness of registration 
almost certainly varies from region to region. In this regard it is interesting to compare the standardised 
registration ratios with the comparable indices derived from mortality for a lethal site such as stomach — 
see Figure I. In regions such as Liverpool, Newcastle and Oxford the SRR is considerably greater than 
the SMR, suggesting relatively complete registration. 


Looking at both sources of data it is clear that the incidence of stomach cancer is high in Liverpool, 
Newcastle and Wales and low in Oxford, Wessex and the North West Metropolitan Regions. 


A more detailed analysis of regional differences, including a comparison with Scotland has recently 
been published®. 


Cancer registration by occupation 


There is considerable interest in an analysis of cancer incidence by occupation, particularly in males, 
since many occupational environments involve contact with carcinogenic substances. Many such risks 
have been discovered in the past and there is a need for continuing scrutiny as new carcinogens are 
added. 


Unfortunately it is difficult to get an accurate description of occupation in cancer registration since 
the scheme devolves basically on hospital records where the details of occupation are often imprecise. 
Both registration and mortality data include information only on the most recent occupation and this 
tends to obscure specific occupational risks. Other problems in this area are the small numbers involved 


for certain tumours and the vagaries of classification. 


Despite these difficulties it is important to look at the data available and the 1966—67 figures are 
analysed in Table F (for method see page 8). It is interesting to compare these findings with a similar 


proportional analysis based on the 1959—1963 deaths in England and Wales:—

The correspondence between the two sets of data is far from exact but much depends on the 
criterion of “significance”. Attention is naturally focussed on those occupational orders which show 
“significance” in both indices. Many of these confirm risks which are well known such as lip and skin 
cancer in farmers and nasal cancer in woodworkers. Some of the well known social class gradients 
appear in this table, e.g. the high indices for colon, brain, testis and the reticuloses in professional men 
and for cancer of the stomach in labourers. Some findings are rather surprising such as prostatic cancer 
in farmers. 


FIVE-YEAR SURVIVAL FROM 1961 


The five-year survival rates given in Table 23 relate to patients registered in 1961 in England and 
Wales excepting the Manchester region. Rodent ulcer patients are not followed up and are therefore 
excluded. 


The accuracy of survival statistics depends chiefly on the completeness of follow-up. In the present 
series 2,892 cases out of 98,923 original registrations (2.9 per cent) were not followed up by the regional 
registries over the five year period. This leads to some uncertainty in the derivation of survival rates 
which betrays itself as a wide margin between minimum and maximum rates. Before 1961 the survival 
data available in England and Wales was based on a selected sample of the cases treated, but in 1961 the 
total registrations encompassed about three-quarters of the 1962—67 annual average and therefore com- 
prise about two-thirds of the cancer patients treated in 1961 in England and Wales. 


Table G compares the England and Wales figures with a series collected from 99 hospitals in the 
United States. The two sources give roughly comparable results on the whole. The survival rates for 
cancer of the large intestine, rectum and uterus appear substantially lower in England and Wales than 
in the United States, but in assessing such margins differences in selection must be borne in mind. It 
is also possible that the results in England and Wales are biased downwards to some extent by the 
inclusion of registrations via death certification. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE I 


DEFINITIONS USED IN THE NATIONAL CANCER REGISTRATION SCHEME 


Cancer 


This includes all malignant neoplasms and the reticuloses, i.e. conditions listed under numbers 140 
to 205 of the International Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death, 7th 
Revision, 1955. Benign neoplasms and neoplasms of unspecified nature of the brain, including the pineal 
and pituitary bodies, are also registered, together with carcinoma in-situ of the cervix uteri. 


Staging 
For Tables 11 and 22 the staging used in this, as in previous reports, is as follows:— 


Early primary without secondaries (EP, ); a localised primary growth, Le. one which has not invaded 
surrounding tissues, with no clinical involvement of lymphatic glands or distant metastases. 

Early primary with secondaries (EP,); a localised primary growth with clinical involvement of 
lymphatic glands or distant metastases. 


Late primary without secondaries (LP, ); a growth which has invaded surrounding tissues with no 
clinical involvement of lymphatic glands or distant metastases. 


Late primary with secondaries (LP,); an invasive growth with clinical involvement of lymphatic 
glands or distant metastases. 


Staging of breast cancer 


Tables 10 and 21 show the incidence of cancer of the breast staged in accordance with the system 
recommended by the International Union Against Cancer (UICC). This was only possible in 6,456 cases 
out of a total of 16,901 cases of female breast cancer registered in 1966, and in 6,054 out of 16,624 in 
1967. Each case is categorised in three ways, T = primary tumour, N = regional lymph nodes and 
M = distant metastases. These categories are listed below together with the four stage groupings derived 
from them. 


T N M Categories 


T — Primary Tumour 
Tl — Tumour of 2cm. or less in its greatest dimension 
— Skin not involved, except in the case of Paget’s disease confined to the nipple 
— No retraction of nipple 
— No pectoral muscle fixation 
— No chest wall fixation 


T2 — Tumour more than 2cm. but not more than 5cm. in its greatest dimension 
or Incomplete skin fixation (tethered or dimpled) 7 
or Nipple retraction (in sub-areolar tumour) 
or Paget’s disease extending beyond the nipple 

— No pectoral muscle fixation 
— No chest wall fixation 


T3 — Tumour more than 5cm. but not more than 10cm. in its greatest dimension 
or Skin fixation complete (infiltrated or ulcerated) 
or Peau d’orange present in the tumour area 
or Pectoral muscle fixation (incomplete or complete) 
— No chest wall fixation : 


T4 — Tumour of more than 10cm. in its greatest dimension 
or Skin involvement or peau d’orange wide of the tumour but not beyond the breast area 
or Chest wall fixation 


Note: ‘The chest wall includes the ribs, intercostal muscles and serratus anterior muscle; it does not 
include the pectoral muscle 


N — Regional Lymph Nodes 
NO — No palpable homolateral axillary lymph nodes 
Nl — Homolateral axillary lymph nodes palpable but movable 


N2 — Homolateral axillary lymph nodes fixed to one another or to other structures 
N3 — Homolateral supraclavicular or infraclavicular lymph nodes movable or fixed or Oedema of 
the arm 


Note: Oedema of the arm may be caused by lymphatic obstruction; in such circumstances lymph 
nodes may not be palpable. 


M — Distant Metastases 
MO — No evidence of distant metastases 
M — Distant metastases, including skin involvement wide of the breast, involvement of the con- 
tralateral lymph nodes or breast and all cases with clinical or radiographic evidence of 
metastases to lungs, pleural cavity, skeleton, liver, etc. 


Stage groupings 
The four stage-groupings are designated by the TNM symbols as follows: 


Stage I — Tl or T2 NO MO 
Stage 1— Tl or T2 Nl MO 
Stage III — T1 or T2 N2 or N3 MO 

— T3 or T4 NO, N1, N2 or N3 MO 


Stage IV — Any combination of T and N symbols including M. 


Hospital regions 

All hospital regions are now covered by cancer registries and figures are produced based on the 
hospital region of residence of the patient. The fifteen hospital regions of England and Wales consist of 
aggregations of entire local authority areas and are identical with the areas of regional hospital boards 
except where the boundaries of the latter divide local authority areas. Any such divided local authority 
area is allocated to the hospital region containing the greater proportion of the population. The detailed 
composition of the hospital regions is published in the Registrar General’s Statistical Review of England 
and Wales for the year 1967, Part I, pages xiii to xvi. 


Urban and rural areas 


Urban areas include all county and municipal boroughs, urban districts and London boroughs as 
defined by the Local Government Acts. Rural areas are the rural districts as similarly defined. 


Populations" 


For the calculation of incidence rates for 1966 and 1967, the estimated home population by sex 
and age as at the 30th June, for each year have been used — see Registrar General’s Statistical Reviews 
for England and Wales for the years 1966 and 1967, Part II, pages 6 and 7 for each year. 


Occupation 


Occupation has been coded in accordance with the General Register Office Classification of 
Occupations 1966. The Occupation Orders shown in Table 23 are defined on pages xviii to xxi of the 
Classification. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE I 


SUMMARY INDICES USED IN THIS REPORT 


Standardised registration ratio (SRR) 


The incidence of cancer varies greatly with age. The SRR is an index which enables ready compari- 
son of incidence rates in populations with different age structures. It is calculated by denoting one set 
of age specific rates as the standard. These are then applied to each of several index populations of 
known age structure to show how many registrations would have been expected in these index popula- 
tions had they, at each age, experienced the cancer incidence of the standard population. The “expected” 
incidence so found is then compared with the observed, their ratio being multiplied by 100 to give an 
index in which 100 is the norm. Table D shows, for each cancer, trends in registration from 1962 to 
1967.. Experience in 1962 is taken as the standard. The SRR for cancer of the lip in 1963 was 
calculated as 


100 x registrations of cancer of the lip in 1963

for each sex separately. 


Table E compares the 1962—67 registration in hospital regions of residence. For each cancer, 
registration experience in the whole of England and Wales in those years is taken as the standard, and 
again the sexes are considered separately. The SRR for cancer of the lip in the Newcastle region was 
calculated as 


SRR = 100 x registrations from cancer of the lip in Newcastle

Proportional registration ratio (PRR) 


Because of deficiencies in registration, cancer registrations by occupation cannot be related to 
populations at risk. The best comparison that can be made in these circumstances is of the proportion 
of registrations that are for cancers of a particular primary site. This proportion is compared between 
occupation orders, with the experience of all occupation orders combined being taken as the standard. 
For cancer of the lip in occupation order I we have

No adjustment for age’is made in the calculations, but each component of the fraction is restricted 
to males aged 15 to 74. A statistical test has been applied to the ratios in Table F to show which of 
these ratios differ from the norm of 100 to an extent unlikely to be due to chance. In the example ©

Survival rates 


In Table 23 minimum and maximum crude five-year survival rates have been calculated in accordance 
with the recommendations of the World Health Organization?. Thus if out of R registrations in 1961, 
A are still alive after 5 years and L are lost sight of, then 


Minimum crude survival rate =4 x 100 


Maximum crude survival rate = oe x 100 


The corresponding corrected survival rates, allowing for mortality from other causes, are formed by 
calculating crude survival rates for each age-group, correcting by dividing by the probability of surviving 
5 years for that age-group (estimated from English Life Table No. 12'°) and taking a weighted average of 

the age-specific rates, weighted by the registrations at each age.
